Churches, as well as States, have their 
supreme courts of appeal, and in the 


that are happening in Ireland. The recent 
pastoral of the Irish bishops required the 
allegiance of their whole flock to the 
Government of the Free State. “All 
classes of citizens, said the bishops, 
“must cultivate respect for and obedience 
to the Government set up by the nation, 
in whatever shape it takes while acting 
within the law of God.” Mr. de Valera 
and his supporters maintain that the Pro- 
visional Government is not the Govern- 
ment of the nation. They have set up 
theirown Dail Eireann, which they regard 
as the true Parliament of Ireland. This 
assembly has invited Mr, de Valera to 
make an immediate protest to the Pope 
against the bishops’ action, and a further 
appeal is being organised in Dublin by a 
committee which is asking for signatures 
and subscriptions. The appellants’ case 
is that the bishops have invaded the field 
of politics by “presuming and pretending 
to pronounce’ an authoritative judgment 
upon the question of constitutional and 
political fact now at issue in Ireland.” 
His Holiness, it seems, is not asked to 
give an opinion or a decree on the merits 
of the Irish question. He is asked merely 
to define the limits within which the 
Church is entitled to the strict obedience 
of the faithful. 

His Holiness may issue a general defini- 
tion of the Church’s powers in the 
region of faith and morals—ite right to 
claim obedience for constituted authority 
and to denounce murder and other crimes, 
whatever motive may have inspired them. 
Such a ruling would leave thie Republicans’ 
quarrel with the Hierarchy in the posi- 
tion where it stands to-day. On the other 
hand, the Pope may choose to deal precisely

the party was no fewer than 313 seats. 
Throughout England the Labour candi- 
dates were rejected decisively. The net 
loss of seats in the provinces was 185. 
The total number of Labour’s lost seats, 
therefore, is 498, a figure which, probably, 
constitutes a “record ” in the municipal 
history of Great Britain. The most re- 
markable feature of the Labour débéicle is 
the fact that it was encompassed largely 
by the working classes. Bethnal Green, 
Islington and Shoreditch are typical work- 
ing class constituencies ; yet in every one 
of them Labour lost heavily to the con- 
stitutional parties. In Bradford twenty- 
one Labour candidates stood, and only 
nine were returned; in Cardiff out of 
thirteen candidates ten were defeated. 
Of course, it would be a mistake to 
assume that, because Labour had been 
routed at the municipal elections, it 
will suffer the same fate at the Parlia- 
mentary polls. Nevertheless, Labour has 
placed itself in an impossible position. Its 
proposal of a capital levy, even after it 
had been watered down by Mr. Clynes, 
frightened even those simple-minded 
people who would be inclined to give their 
vote to the Labour man on the ground that 
he was the under-dog. The English- 
man ,will trifle with all sorts of crazy 
ideas and he tolerates faddists and 
cranks with remarkable patience; but as 
soon as he begins to see that they are in 
egrnest he gives them short shrift. The 
Englishwoman, especially the wife of the 
working-man, has at least as much 
common-sense as her husband, and there 
is no doubt that the women’s votes played 
an important part in Labour’s defeat. Tho 
capital levy must be dropped. The man in 
the street has had a thoroughly sound 
training in economics during the past few 
years, and he knows now that the much 
belauded nostrums of Marxism are worth- 
less. He does not want his country to be 
turned into a Russia, or even into a Ger- 
many. He wants to be able to save his 
few pounds against his old age, and to 
live his short life unmolested by Socialist 
“reforms.’’ For that reason Labour has 
been defeated. We hope that Irish Labour 
will dtaw ‘the obvious moral from its un- 
doing. 


Face Value. 


A case without precedent, but involving a 
principle which, if injudiciously extended, 
might lead to some astonishing results has 
just been decided in the Manchester 
courts. The plaintiff, a workman in a 
chemical factory, suffered injuries from 
which he recovered completely so far as 
his ability to work was concerned, but 
which left him so terribly disfigured that 
employers refused to put him to work for 
fear of complaints by their other servants. 
It was admitted that the plaintiff's appear- 
ance suggested to persons without medical 
knowledge that he was suffering from un- 
pleasant and pgobably contagious disease. 
The judge found that the plaintiff, though 
still fully able to work, had in fact 
suffered total incapacity by reason of the 
accident, and awarded him the marimum 
amount recoverable under: the Workman’s, 
Compensation Act. That the judge de- 
cided .well and in accord with every prin- 
ciple of equity will not be disputed. On 
the other hand, analogous cases can be 
conceived which, without stretching the 
principle involved, would play havoc with 
the law of responsibility as it now exists. 
Suppose that a man, a school teacher by 
profession, is disfigured in a railway acci- 
dent. His ability to impart instruction is 
unimpaired, but the accident has im- 
parted to his countenance aberrations of 
such a mirth-provoking character that he 
cannot maintain order in class and, in 
consequence, cannot find employment. Is 
aesthetic incapacity in such a case to be 
measure of the damages? Another man 
meets with an accident which affects his 
voices. Is he to receive more damages if 
he is a sergeant in the Grenadier Guards 
or a temperance orator than if he is a bill- 
poster or a member of the Upper House? 
Such cases are bound to occur in time, and 
efforts to extend the principle of the Man- 
chester case to them will be made.

Fairv Tales. 


Dean Inge, that eminent ecclesiastic 
whose sombre utterances are not less 
gloomy because they are frequently based 
on sound logic, is of the opinion that 
children ought not to read fairy tales. 
With Christmas at hand the view is surely 
one to which the majority of intelligent 
persons will take wholesome exception. 
The Dean, we fear, knows little about 
children. If he should be taken to the 
pantomime—it would do him good—he 
would observe with rising indignation the 
disappearance of the little dog into the 
pantaloon's mangle and the punctual ap- 
pearance on the other side of the tradi- 
tional string of sausages; and he would 
see in the incident nothing but a mis- 
chievovs perversion of the scientific truth. 
What he would not understand is that 
children do not believe in these things, 
or in the fairy tales which they read, in 
the sense in which William James, for 
example, understands the word belief. 
The child has no personal interest which 
could compel belief in spite of science, 
and no science which could dispel interest 
by inhibiting belief. The child reads and 
enjoys, lives for a moment in a world of 
make-believe and emerges all the happier 
for it. All of us do the same thinz— 
hoping for gifts as unreal and unattain- 
able es any magic carpet or invisible 
helmet. If we did not do so, the world 
soon would be full of men and women as 
gloomy as Dean Inge himself.

“The main problem is to find a way to 
stabilise the mark. An international loan will 
be considered only after this problem has been 
solved. A loan remains impossible without 
stet ilisation. 

“ When formerly I offered a plan to solve 
the financial difficulties of Germany, the situa- 
tion vas much better. The mark was then 
6,500 to the pound. It is now almost 20, 
Germany borrows daily 4,000,000,000 marks 
from the Reichsbank, or 1,500,000,000,000 a 
year. This is terrible. 

lt seems to me that the German Budget 
can be balanced only through the most drastic 
expedients, and we will try to find them.”’ 

As to Germany’s financial arrangements, Sir 
John declared that it would be necessary to 
leave the responsibility with the German Go- 
vernment. 

“Tf the Commission wants to exert control 
from Paris,” he said, two dangers threaten. 
One is that the Germans will declare the 
counsels of the Reparations Commission in- 
capable of being fulfilled. If, on the other 
hand, they accept the counsels, and they prove 
to be a failure, the responsibility will strike 
the Reparations Commission.
